i.\nwr AT RATLROAD INTENDS TO
FIERCE MOUNTAINS AT
COST OF §15,000,000,

DENVER, Oct. 5.—A scheme of
vast financial and engineering enter-
prise was brought to practical ma-
turity yesterday. It has already
olpimed and gained the support of
some of the leading men of Denver
and Colorado, and it ig assured of the
financial support of every enterpris-
ing man In the state. Its conclusion
will revolutionize the passenger and
traffic systems of the western states.
It will bring Deunver within twelve
hours of Salt Lake City.

Behind this great undertaking is
already the Influnence, capital and
support of Thomas F. Walsh, C. B.
Kountze of the Colorado National
bank, Dennis Sullivan of the Denver
National bank, Dennis 8heedy, F, G.
Bonfils, J. W. Springer of the Con-
tinental Trust company, Charles
Boettchey, David Moffat, W, G. Evans
and other men of known stability and
large interests in the state,

It will inmvolve capital to the
amount of $5,000,000 and the piere-
Ing of o tunnel five miles Jong that
will be a new vailroad track and ir-
rigation highway through the Great
Divide of the Rockies. A large
amount of the stock necdessary to the
financing of the enterprise has al-
ready been underwritten und ar-
rangemems are being made for a
trust company to take up the bal-
ance and offer it for public suhscrip-
tion.

Although the scheme iz lnd&end-
ent of the Moifat road as a financial
corporation, its purpose is 1o carry
the tracks of that road through
James Peak instead of over the pass,
and thus both shorten the distance
and reduce the grade to such an ex-
tent that freight and traffic will be
carried through the tunnel between
Denver and Salt Lake City in twelve
hours.,

The Moffat road as originaily de-
signed, and as it has so far been
built, although it will reduce the
distance by rall between Denver and
8alt Lake from 742 to 500 miles, had
yet the disadvantage of a comparat-
ively long route over tremendous
grades, and the new undertaking has
been originated to do away with that
gingle disadvantage. The purpose of
theé enterprise Is to pierce a great
tunnel, wide epough to carry a
touble line of rallroad tracks and ir-
rigation waterways through that por-

na pass,

The mouth of this wunnel on the
Denver side will open some little dis-
tance about Tolland and debouch on
the other side of the mountain in
Midale park. This tunnel will be five
miles long and its estimated cost §5,-
000,000. The new company subserib-
Ing the capital will be free from the
control and financially independent
of the Denver, Northwestern & Pa-
cific Rallroad company, commonly
known ag the Moffat road, but the
$6.000,000 worth of stock represent-
Ing the capital of this new tunnel
sompany will be honded as a first
charge upon the Moffat road, which
is financially free from any (ncum-
Yrances.

With the financial backing gnd
support of the new compuny already
secured, the enterprige ig already an
assared success, and when this tnp-
nel {g finlshed und the roud
Suilt through o Salt Lake City, Den-
vor will be the inevitable entering
point of all trans-continental rail-
road traffic.
